DECATUR, Ill., May 5.—Murder is 
suspected in the case of Lena Mills, 
‘aged 15, whose headless body was found 
frightfully mangled on the Wabash 
tracks near Illiopolis early this morning. 
The child was the step-daughter of 
August Laski of this city. She had 
been placed in the family of Michael 
McCabe at Illiopolis and last night ran 
away from her adopted home. 

Nothing was known of the gin’s death 
until her cap and hair ribbon and some 
other garments were discovered on the 
pilot of the engine drawing Wabash fast 
train No. 2, which arrived from Spring- 
field at daylight this morning. Coroner 
Buxton investigated and found the body 
badly mutilated and scattered over half 
a mile of track. The head was sever 
from the body, but was not at all dis- 
figured. It was found near the track. 


Coroner Suspects Murder. 


The Coroner says all the evidence 
leads him to believe that the child was 
first killed and the body placed on the 
track in the hope that the mutilation 
under the wheels would hide the crime. 

It is thought by the officers that the 
swirl intended to come to Decatur, but 
after leaving the MeCabe home, fell in 
‘with tramps and was murdered. A 
thorough investigation has been begun. 
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OF BACKBONE GONE 


Portion of Spinal Column Re- 
moved From Belleville 
Sufferer. 


Louis Hartman, a patient in St. Eliz- 
abeth's Hospital, Belleville, has under- 
gone the unusual operation of having a 
portion of his spinal column removed 


and the physicians. are hopeful of his 
recovery. 

Hartman, who is 28 years old, was 
caught by a fall of slate and coal two 
weeks ago, and was‘badiv hurt on the 
back. He was taken to the hospital, 
where it was learned that his legs and 
the lower portion of his body were par- 

ed, An examination showed that the 
twelfth vertebra of the spinal column 
was shattered or was out of place. 

Friday afternoon Drs. Wangelin, Bech- 
told and Hilgarde made an incision three 


that the vertebra was shattered. A por- 
tion of the bone was pressing on the 
spinal cord, causing the paralysis. 

The surgeons removed ‘a piece of 
bone an inch long. It was a rtion of 
the wall surrounding the spinal cord, 
and was pressed inward. Its removal! 
stopped the pressure on the spinal cord 
and when Hartman recovered from the 
influence of the anesthetic he had par- 
tially recovered feeling in his legs and 
the lower part of his body.

HOUSE BEATS RESOLUTION 





Delegate Hussey Proposed to 
Ask Police Guard on 
Locust Street. 





Joseph Diener, chauffeur for. Health 
Commissioner Bond, was running his 
automobile at an excessive speed when 
the machine killed Gertrude Copeland, 
at Garrison avenue and Locsut street, 
and he failed to sound his horn, accord- 
ing to the verdict of the Coroner's jury 
at the conclusion of the inquest Satur- 
day. 

Following this verdict Diener was 
taken to the Four Courts, where he 
was held under orders from Acting 
Chief of Police Gillasvy. 

Coroner Baron said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that automobilists ‘un- 
questionably run very fast on Locust 
street, and suggested that the laws gov- 
erning speeding should be more vigor- 
ously enforced, 

“One reason for the apparent care- 
lessness,"’ Dr. Baron said, “lies in the 
colors of the city’s automobile license 
tags. The colors this year are white 
and a pale yellow, which cannot be 
distinguished at even a short distance. 
so that chauffeurs feel they can safely 
take long chances, since the risk of 
detection is slight. It is not even nec- 
essary to coat the tags with vaseline. 
so they will catch dust, as has been 
done at other times. 

“Unless the tag is clearly printed, so 
as to be distinguishable at a distance, 
it defeats the very purpose for which 
it was created. The man who thinks 
tempted. to take chances on the lives 
of persons in the streets.”’ 

The Copeland inquest was begun Fri- 
ay. The witnesses heard Saturday 
were Ruth Gorman of 3017 Morgan 
street, the girl companion of Gertrude 


evening of the tragedy, and Diener, the 
chauffeur. 

Ruth told of the start from Gertrude’s 
home at 2342 Olive street, and of riding 
about. the streets until they § started 
south on Garrison avenue, coasting to- 
ward Locust street. 

‘Just as we got to Locust street,’’ 
Ruth said, “I saw the automobile about 
fifteen feet away. It was coming as 
fast as I ever saw an automobile go. I 
got out of the way, but I heard Ger- 
trude scream. I turned my wheel about 
and started back. The automobile was 
standing still and Gertrude was on the 
ground.”’ 


Says He Blew His Horn. 


Diener was the next witness. Those 
who testified Friday agreed that he 
did not sound his horn, and that the 
only warning they heard was a cry 
of “Look out, there, girl!’ Diener 
said he did blow his horn. 

“TIT was coasting west on Locust 
street.” the chauffeur said. “The 
clutch was off—no power, that means 
—and I was going along at a fair rate 
of speed. The car was under perfect 
control. 

“T saw the two girls crossing on 
Garrison avenue, and started to ap- 
ply the brakes, but it was not neces- 
sary to do so Both girls rode clear 
of the machine, but the Copeland girl 
turned west on Locust street and her 
wheel wobbled, so that she fell imme- 
diately in front of the car. 

“I put on the brakes as hard as I 
could, but I couldn't stop in time.” 
“Isn't it a fact that when you did 
stop the rear Wheels of the car were 
10 feet beyond the ei where the 
wirl lay?” asked eputy Coroner 
Lloyd. 

Diener admitted that this was true. 
The jury was out an hour. It re- 
turned this verdict: 

“Gertrude, Copeland came to her 
death May 2 at her home from the 
shock and injuries due to being struck 
and run over by an automobile at 
Garrison avenue and Locust street. 
We, the jury, further find that Joseph 
Diener was running at an excessive 
rate of speed and faileq to sound his 
horn; also that Gertrude Copeland 
contributed by carelessness. Verdict 
—accident.” 

Deputy Coroner Lioyd telephoned 
Chief Gillaspy the verdict and two 
policemen were sent to the Coroner's 
Office to take charge of Diener,

WASHINGTON, May 6,—President 
Roosevelt's Standard Oj] message as a 
whole is regarded as 
that is, it covered a number of widely 
varying subjects, scolded Congress for 
inactivity, and included a sort of com- 
posite request for several things. 

It asked for free alcohol, as this 
would mean the more speedy discomfit- 
ure of the Standard Oil Co.; intimated 
that haste should be made in passing 
the rate bill, and sought to expedite 
anti-immunity enactments.

Body of Henry Gloch, St. 
Charles Farmer, Is Found 
in the River, 


Tired of life, Henry Gloch, a farmer 
of St. Charles County, committed sui- 
cide sometime between Thursday night 
and Saturday morning by drowning. 
His body was found in the Missouri 
River, near Miller’s Landing, Saturday, 
and Coroner Ilch immediately started an 
investigation. 

Gloch, who was 69 years of age, re- 
sided with his wife and son John at 
Weldon Springs.

All Miners Discharged for 
Walking Out Must Be 
Re-Employed, 


ASK FOR A CONFERENCE 





Miners Committee Wants to 
Mest Owners in New 
York Monday. 





SCRANTON, Pa., May 5.—There will 
be no strike of the miners in the anthra- 
cite coal fields, ‘providing the operators 
will agree to give every man his old 
place and reinstate those who have been 
dismissed because they obeved the sus- 
pension order of John Mitchell. 

This was the agreement reached at 
today’s session of the convention. 
Mitchell requested that the delegates 


{remain in Scranton until the Scale Com- 


mittee reported the result of its meet- 
ing with the operators, which will prob- 
ably be held in New York on Monday 
if the operators agree to meet the min- 
ers’ representatives. 

The decision not to strike was reached 
after President Mitchell and Secretary- 
Treasurer Wilson had addressed the de!l- 
egates recommending that the 1903 
award be continued. A _ resolution .to 
this effect was offered and unaimously 
adopted, after which the convention 
took a recess. 


Mitchell Makes Statement. 7 
President Mitchell issued the follow- 


}ing statement: 


“For several months we have been 


endeavoring to negotiate a wage scale 
and adjustment of conditions of em- 
ployment with the representatives of 
the anthracite coal mining companies. 
During the negotiations we made a 
number of propositions, each of which 
mas terially, modified our original de- 


ands, 

“We did this not because we were 
convinced that our original provi- 
sions were unfair or wrong, but pure- 
ly for the purpose of finding a com- 
mon ground upon which we could 
reach an agreement that would se- 
cure and maintain peace in the an- 
thracite coa) industry. We still be- 
lieve our first proposition was reason- 
ably fair, notwithstanding the modi- 
fications we have since made in the 
interest of peace, and now we are 
face to face with the alternative cé€ 
continuong at work under our former 
conditions or declaring a strike. In 
this crisis the Scale Committee recom- 
mended the following policy: 

“First, that we agree to work on the 
basis of the award of the anthracite 
coal strike commission for such peri- 
od of time as may be agreed upon mu- 
tually between the representatives of 
the anthracite coal mining companies 
providing 
all men who suspended work on April 
1 or since that time, or who have been 
dismissed because they stated that 
they weuld refuse to work if a strike 
were declared, are reinstated in their 
former positions and working placea. 

“Second, that the Scale Committee 
proceed at once to meet the repre- 
sentatives of the coal companies with 
a view to sécuring an agreement on 
this basis. 

‘?. That the convention remain in ses- 
sion until Tuesday and the Scale Com- 
mittee shall report to the convention at 
that time. 

“4 That the suspension of work shall 
continue until an agreement had been 
made, on the terms agreed on by the 
convention. 

“This recommendation was suggested 
by the full Scale Committee and was 
adopted unanimously by the convention. 
A telegram to Mr. Baer peonenns Ty 
conference on Monday was sent. If a 
favorable yeqeense is received the sub- 
committee will proceed to New York to 
arrange the details of settlement w#nd 
will report to the convention Tuesday 
morning.”

Forrest Ferguson Says Employ- 
ers Should Help Free 
Bridge Cause. 





ORGANIZATION IS NEEDED 





A. D. Brown Indorses Post-Dis- 
patoh Plan for Central 
Committee, 


A. D. Brown, president of the Hamil- 
ton-Brown Shoe Co., and Forrest Fer- 
guson, president of the Ferguson-Mc- 
inney Dry Goods Co., in interviews Sat- 
urday 
Post-Dispatch for a systematic cam- 
paign in behalf of the $11,200,000 bond is- 
sue, including $3,500,000 for a free bridge, 
which is to be voted on at a special 
election June 12. * 

Both declared that the bond issue is 
in danger of defeat unless an organiza- 
tion is at once effected. 

Mr. Brown, coinciding with the sug- 
gestion of the Post-Dispatch, said that 
a central organization, with branch 
clubs in every ward, should at once be 
formed. 

Mr. Ferguson considers it the duty of 


employers to enlighten their employes 
as to the necessity for voting for the 
bond issue. If necessary, he says, a 
half-holiday should be given in order 
that they may not fail to go to the 
polls. 
Must Work Together. 
Mr. Brown said: 
“St. Louis, the greatest growing 


municipality in the United States, can 
well afford to vote $11,200,000 in 
bonds to provide a free bridge, new 
and modern public institutions 
other necessary improvements. 
“The merit of this proposal cannot 
be questioned. ‘“‘Every good citizen— 
every citizen with the pride and in- 


terest of his city at heart—favors it. 

“The business man and the laborer 
alike will share in the benefits to be 
derived from the bond issue. 

“We want a free highway leading 
from St. Louis. No one denies that 
the present embargo on our com- 
merce, the bridge arbitrary, ought to 
be abolished. 
“Why shouldn’t we have a_ free 
bridge? Let it be free to every citi- 
zen. If railroads want to use it, and 
they surely will, they can pay a fixed 
rental, and in this way the structure 
will pay for its own cost and main- 
tenance. 
“As to the other things, who doubts 
that we require new hospitals for the 
insane and another Poorhouse, in- 
stead of the ramshackle structures 
with which the city is today dis- 
graced. Every proposition involved 
in the bond issue is worthy of our 
Support, 


Central Committee Needed. 
“But to win we must work togeth- 
er. If there are any knockers, let 
them come out now and announce 
themselves. 


“St. Louis cannot afford to take a 
step backward at this period in her 
triumphal march of progress. We must 


move ahead. We can do nothing un- 
less, as the Post-Dispatch suggests, an 
organization is formed whose especial 
purpose shall be to look after the bond 
issue. t 
“In my opinion, a central committee 
should be formed, and then an organiza- 
‘tion with a representative or a dozen 
| representatives, i? necessary, in each 
ward. It would be the duty of these 
ward delegates to report to the central 
body and to see to it that the vote in 
their respective communities is brought 
out. 
“If we can get citizens to the polls we 
can surely win. . But it must be borne 
in mind that it requires two-thirds of 
those voting to carry the proposition. 
“Our efforts must be united and har- 
monious. If there are any skKulkers— 
any who believe it is a bad idea to im- 
prove our city, we want to know who 
they are and what their objection is 
based on. 
“T am glad to see the Post-Dispatch 
take up this question. A great news- 
paper can do much to advance the in- 
terests of a city, but ft must have sup- 
port—moral, financial, physical sup- 
port. 
‘Let our citizens in every walk of life 
get together on this subject. A mass 
meeting should be called and a rousing 
boom started for the bond issue. For, 
if we fail, it’ will result in our serious 
discredit.”’ 
Mr. Ferguson said:

ANSWERS HIS ACCUSER 





Returns Costly Rug to Mc- 
Wade, Saying He Didn't 
Mean to Keep It. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Former As- 
sistant Secretary of State Peirce will 
appeal to the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs to give him an opportunity 
to refute the charge by former Consul- 
General McWade that Peirce, while 
making a tour of inspection of the 
consulatés in China, forced McWade to 
give him a $00 tiger rug in considera- 
tion for making a report to the Depart- 
ment of State exonerating McWade from 
charges of corruption and drunkenness. 

It is believed that Peirce will be giv- 
en a chance to appear before the com- 
mittee and the fight over the incident 
will be carried out on the floor of the 
House. The charges against Peirce will 
result in Peirce leaving the Government 
service, in all probability. 

Late last night Peirce returned the 
tiger rug to McWade. Discussing the 
matter, McWade said: 

“I had never mentioned the matter of 
the rug to Mr. Peirce since he left Can- 
ton- with it. It was practically a new 
rug at the time, it having been present- 
ed to me by a friend in Canton. When 
it was returned by a colored messenger 
last night an examination showed that 
it was badly moth eaten and otherwise 
damaged, almost beyond recognition. 
No note or message aecompanied it. 
There was merely a piece of note paper 
attached to it, the paper bearing the 
heading of ‘The Third Assistant Secre- 
tary of State,’ and on it was written, in 
ink, my name and home address.’’ 

Mr. Peirce said: 

“While in Canton I bought a lot of 
Chinese tea tables, which fit one into 
the other, and on these tables I de- 
sired the manufacturer to print my 
name in Chinese characters. I was 
compelled to depart from Canton al- 
most at once, and this work could not 
be completed for some time. Accord- 
ingly I arranged with Mr. McWade to 
ship them to me, 

‘When I arrived in Washington, 
quite a while after, I found a large 
box had come containing the tables. 
Imagine my surprise when I found 
the magnificent tiger skin paeked 
neatly with them. At first I was on 
the point of sending it back, but, 
somehow, it got cast into the storage 
room in the basement, where it has 
lain ever since, till 
it by the ne of Mr. McWade's state- 
ment concerning it.” 

The Committee on Foreign Affairs 
has received no formal: request from 
Third Assistant Secretary of State 
Peirce for a hearing, but it is likely 
that he will be requested to appear 
before it and make an explanation of 
the rug charge made by McWade, and 
also to explain in detail some of the 
charges he made against McWade. 
The committee desires also to inquire 
into the great: number of presents 
which Mr. Peirce brought home with 
him from the Orient, where he went 
inspecting consulates of the United 
States. ' 

Members of the commitee have been 
told that Mr. Peirce came home with 
more than a carload of mementoes 
presented to him by consuls and oth- 
ers in the Far Bast, 

Mr. Pierce was instrumental in hay- 
ing the Captain of the steamship on 
which he started on his inspection 
trip removed, and members of the 
House want to know a great deal 
about his Eastern trip, particularly 
as to some personal matters.

PANIC APTER ACCIDENT 





Many Trampled in Wild Rush 
to Escape From Totter- 
ing Stand. 


BUSHNELL, IL, May 6.—A hundred 
persons were injured, two probably fa- 
tally, when a grandstand containing be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 persons crashed to 
the ground during an athjetic meet at 
Astoria yesterday afternoon. The ac- 
cident was followed by a panic, and in 
the wild rush to escape from the totter- 
ing stand many were‘%trampled. All the 
physicians who were on the ground at 
the. time were pressed into service, 

Miss Ethel Tingley of Avon and Ar- 
thur Franz of Vermont are not expected 
to survive their injuries. Franz has 
been unconscious since the accident. 

The athletic meet was being conduct- 
ed by the Fulton County High School 
and the large grandstand that collapsed 
was but a temporary structure for the 
occasion. Bvery available seat in the 
stand was filled, and the great weight 
was too much of a strain. 

Buried Under Debris. 


The games were just about to begin 
when there was a loud crash and the 
great stand was piled in a twisting 
and’ tumbling mass on the _ ground. 
The shrieks and cries of the injured 
were heard everywhere, and a force 
of mem and boy volunteers were kept 
busy carrying the wounded away. 
Many were buried under the timbers 
of the fallen structure, and a great 
deal of difficulty was encountered 
freeing them. 4 

The injured were carried to one side 
and all the doctors who could be sum- 
moned to the scene were called, and 
for hours they labored over the in- 
jured. 

The news of the accident spread 
rapidly over the country and crowds 
of anxious parents awaited the spe- 
cial train that came along the line 
toward Bushnell, inquiring for the 
welfare of their children.

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THE RISE OF MODERN EUROPE, 


Volume 14 of “A History of All Nations,” published by Lea Brothers & 
Co., is much more cheerful reading than its predecessors, becazse it pre- 
sents a picture of what may be called the rise of modern Eurape, the be- 
ginning of the era when reason tdok the place of ecclesiastical dogma and 
the old barriers of authority and tradition were overthrown.

In an early chapter of this volume the remarkable story of John Law and 
the Mississippi financial bubble is told. Nothing in our modern get-rich-quick 
enterprises surpasses this gigantic outburst of business and commercial 
folly. Of the highest interest are the chapters on the youth and manhood 
of Frederick the Great, that monarch who gave promise, in his early 
days, of becoming a weak fop, but who, seemingly through the severe and 
sometimes draconic treatment of his father, developed into a strong and 
good monarch, who could say with truth: “I think that the interest ef 
‘the country and my own are one, and that I have no interest which at 
the same time would not be that of the country. Should the two not 
coincide, the country’s advantage shall have the preference.” The world 
is indebted to this ruler for the abolishment of torture as a means of 
punishment or for the extortion of confessions.

The Care of Furs. 

To prevent the ravages of the moth, 
furs before being put away shogld be 
lightly beaten with a thin rattan—care 
being taken not to break the hair—and 
allowed to hang in the sun for several 
hours. They should then be comBed with 
a clean comb, wrapped in newspaper 
and put in a chest lined with tin or 
cedar. Unbleached muslin bags are a 
good substitute when chests are not 
available. The use of camphor is dele- 
terlous, as in the case of the dark furs 
—sable, for instance—it has a decided 
tendency to impair the richness of its 
coloring, and the darker the sable the 
more beautiful and valuable it is. The 
printer's ink on the newspaper is equal- 
ly effective as camphor in keeping out 
the winged moth, and will not in the 
least impair the color. 

When it is found necessary to clean 
‘the fur before putting it away, the fol- 
lowing method, culled from a grand- 
mother's notebook, has been found most 
effective: 

First, brush with a good, stiff brush. 
Have ready a quantity of new bran, 
which has been thoroughly heated. This 
will require constant stirring to pre- 
vent its scorching. When well heated, 
the bran should be thoroughly rubbed 
into the fur with the hands. This op- 
eration should pe repeated two or three 
times. The fur should then be taken 
and effectively brushed until not a par- 
ticle of dust remains. 

Ermine, and other white furs, can be 
cleaned in like manner, substituting 
flour for the bran, and rubbing against 
the trend of the fur. If very much 
solied, the fur should be laid away for 
a day or two in a closed compartment 
after the flour has been well rubbed in. 


Clematis for the Porch.

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IMPROVEMENT OF PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 


J. Hampden Dougherty has written an able book advocating an improve- 
ment in the methods of electing the President and Vice-President of the Unit- 
ed States, with the object of preventing dangerous complications such as that 
which almost caused civil war in 1877. The title of the book is ‘The Electoral 
System of the United States.”” (G. Putnam's Sons, New York.) 

Mr. Dougherty reviews the history Of the electoral system and makes a 
eareful study of the perils that have attended iis operations, an analysis of 
the several efforts made by Congress to avert these: perils by legislation, and 
proposes a remedy, by constitutional amendment. 

Briefly, the danger has been brought about by a defect in the Constitution 
itself. That instrument provided that the President of the Senate should open 
the list of votes of electors on presidential and vice-presidential positions, but 
failed to state who should count the votes. For a while, the President of the 
Senate made the count, but ultimately, Congress took upon itself the count, by 
appointing tellers. Doubt has been cast upon its power to do this, but in the 
absence of light from the Constitution, Congress has gradually acquired full 
power and is practically the President-maker in dcubtful cases. By the act of 
Feb. 3, 1887, as Mr. Dougherty shows, Congress attempted to define its own 
But it acted, as many able con- 
stitutional lawyers believe, without authority in passing this act, and in the 
event of a close or contested election, the country would be again confronted 
by a crisis which might result in the overthrow of the Government. 

Mr. Dougherty ably shows the dangers involved in the cumbersome and use- 
less electoral college system, and the constitutional amendment he proposes 
would abolish this part of the electoral machinery and practically result in di- 
rect voting for the two chief executive offices. Tine amendment also settles 
the question of who has the right to count the votes, by placing this power in 
the President of the Senate, aided by two tellers from each House, Other 
changes in the existing method are included in the amendment. 

This is a subject upon which public men might well act, after due consid- 
eration, with the object of making the électoral crises jess hazardous to the na- 
tion. An enormous amount of thought has been expended upon the subject, 
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but it is still unsettled.

Greek Marathon race, was the only 
Canadian in the event. The _ race 
started from Marathon at 3 o’clock, 
and finished at the Stadium at 
Athens, where all the Olympic con- 
tests have been held. The _ distance 
of the race was 26 miles, and the 


course was a rather hard one, as the 
hills are very steep and rough. The 
last six miles of the course is pretty 
good footing, and is down grade. It is 
estimated that 150,000 people saw the 
race, the Stadium being packed and 
the course lined with people. 

What makes Sherring’s victory all the 
more notable is the fact that he went 
to Greece without the assistance of a 
trainer. He traveled the entire jour- 
ney alone and trained without the as- 
sistance of anyone.

Reading a communication from a Raven Rooter, recently printed in this 
column once more provokes me to animadvert upon the lack of energy, conse- 
cration, application, resource, initiative and general advancement shown by 
baseball players. | 

To the great shame of the players Oftoday it must be said that baseball has 
advanced not at all in the past 15 years, certainly not at all in the past WO. 


During this period all other sports and business have improved immeasurably. 
We have developed the crouching start in running. We are throwing weights 
six feet farther than we were in 1890. We have cut seconds off the hurdles. 
Football has — improved to death. The crouch has come in boxing, the 
toe hold in wrestling. Horses are running faster. We have added seconds toe 
the speed of the runner and trotter. Swimmers and oarsmen are much faster 
than they were a decade ago. Golf, inall countries, has improved immeasura- 
ly. The same applies to methods and practices of play and business in all 
lines save baseball. ‘ : 

Truly, I cannot see that the great ball teams of today could beat the St. 
Louls, Chicago, Boston and New York teams of the middle 80s. Not in speed 
or accuracy of movement, initiative, resource or execution of play. 
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Now, why? ; 

Experience and much consideration leads me to lay the fault at the door 
of the men who own and manage clubs. 

Twenty years ago Tom Eck, a nofed allround athlete, wanted to train— 
that is physically fit—the Chicago players for A. G. Spalding, himself a player 
of experience and a man whose ability has made him a millionaire. Spalding 
refused to have his players trained. Pg 

Ten years ago Spalding paid Eck handsomely to train the professional cy- 
cling team which advertised his wheel business. Results achieved led him te 
say to Eck that he regretted his refusal to the offer to train his ball players 
very much. 

I have always held that the properties of baseball are little more than 
developed. : 

Improper physical fitting is the first and not the least of baseball delin- 
quencies. Baseball players are not trained at all. 

Let us take the case of Pitcher Powell. Fiaccid, fat and lethargic, he wae 
permitted to fit himself as he pleased. Of course, he was supposed to con- 
dition himself. It was to his interest to do so. It is to the interest of all 
athletes to do so. But how many of them will do so of their own volition ? 

Suppose, instead of being his own master, Powell was governed by a man 
who bade him do this and that and saw that he did it. Suppose he was told 
to run and walk so far, to eat and drink such and such and made to do-it? 
Suppose, instead of being allowed to exercise as h2 pleased and eat and drink 
as he pleased, Powell were compelled to run and walk 10 miles morning and 
afternoon and curb his appetite? Made to do it: not advised? Bk: 

Why; he would be in condition and would have made $2500 more for his 
employer than he has made in the past three weeks. 

Baseball players are not trained. Nor are they given practice at play any 
mcre than physically fitted for keen athletic exertion. 

I have seen a sprinter made to practice starts for hours.. I have never 
seen a ballplayer compelled to practice any special branch of his art, that is

ALLISON RATE 


BILL PRAISED 


BY ROOSEVELT 


President Says Senator's 
Améndment Should Be Patt 
of oe Measure, 
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A COMPLETE SURRENDER 
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Railroads Have Won Their 
Fight for Board Ju- 
dicial Review.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—In view of 
the publications today regarding the 
President's position on the question 
Of railroad rate legislation and the 
amendments proposed, an authorita- 
tive statement was issued at the 


White House today defining the Presi- 


dent’s position. 

The statement follows: 

“The so-called Allison 
In the President's judgment, simply 
States aflirmatively what the Presi- 
dent believed was already contained 
in the Hepburn bill; but ff there is 
the sligtitest doubt as to its being 
thus already contained in the bill, the 
President wouvld insist on its being 
put in, because, unless [t {is contained, 
the bill undoubtedly would be void. 

“Therefore, incorporating the Allison 
amendment under such  circunrstances 
would do anything but good and, as 
there is an honest doubt on the part of 
some sincere adherents of the bill 
whether it is or is not already, by impli- 
cation, contained in the bill, the Presi- 
dent is clearly of the opinion that the 
Allison amendment should be put in and 
this without regard to whether other 
amendments are or are not adopted. 

“If the Hepburn bill, therefore,«passes 
in this form, which is practically the ex- 
act form in which it passed the House, 
it will be satisfactory to the President, 
who, from the beginning, Had stated 
that the Hepburn bill itself would be 
Satisfactory. But the President would 
like, ff, in addition to the Allison 
amendment, the so-called Long and 
Overman amendments were adopted. 
While the President regards hese 
amendments with favor and would like 
to see them adopted, he does not in the 
least regard them as vital, and feels 
that the Hepburn bil! wuld still be in 
excellent shape, even without them.’ 


Roosevelt Surrenders. 


President Roosevelt completely and fin- 
ally surrendered to the railroad interests 
in the matter of a broad judicial review 
amendment to the Hepburn rate bill. He 
protests that the amendment written by 
Senator Allison—~and on which all the 
Republican senators but Mr. La Fol- 
lette will agree, thereby making the 
rate bill a party measure—provides for 
a review of the most limited character, 
but all the ‘expert lawyers of the Sen- 
ate accept the Allison amendment as 
the broadest provision yet advanced for 
allowing appeals to the courts. 

The President sent for a number of 
his most earnest followers and an- 
nounced to them that the Allison 
amendment is perfectly satisfactory to 
him, and that it will insure the passage 
of the Hepburn bill, with a few minor 
changes, as it came from the House: 
He vehemently denied that this accept- 
ance is a surrender to the railroad in- 
terests, but the construction of the new 
hs gp permits exactly the broad ju- 

cial review for which Senators Al- 
drich, Crane, Foraker, Elkins and Kean 
have fought from the first. 

The Democrats have accepted the Re- 
~ blican agreement as final and Mr. 

iley poe atulated the Republicans 
on ‘the ration of harmony, saying 
he regretted it, asthe minority has 
thereby lost a reat opportunity. 

The Allison amendment will confer 
urisdiction upon the circuit courts to 
ear and determine suits brought 
against the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The amendment will not sug- 
gest to the courts whether their ‘heme 
review shall be confined to constitution- 
al questions or whether it shall be an 
inquiry into the justness or reasonable- 
ness of rates fixed by the commission. 

Senator Long, who made the principal 
legal fight for the House bill, and Sen- 
ators Aldrich and Crane, the leaders in 
the movement for a broad review, re- 
ported themselves as favoring 
amendment. Whether the conservatives 
or the radicals have won a victory is 
not disturbing either faction. The 
agreement, in a measure, is regarded as 

litical.
